Laud 
found means to hinder me always inveighing 
bitterly againſt me , calling me a leditious and 
faftious man, as any was inthe world , as may 
be proved by witneſſes in London, if your Ho- 
nors had lealure to heare and examine them. 

I hum bly beleech your Honors to pitty my 
diſtteſſed ſtare, who have nothing at all to live 
upon, all that | have being dereined from me in 
the North,and my brother Mr.lohn Smart kept 
in priſon all this winter , and now laid inthe 
dungeon by Popiſh luſtices, becauſe he will not 
enter the Covenant againſtr the Parliament.

I have done all that lyeth 
in me to maintain the cauſe of the Church and 
authority of Parliament, refuſing all compoſiti- 
ons with the impeached, relying upon the Ho- 
norable houſe of Commons, who promiſed 
fromrtime totime to make good the impeach- 
ment, wiſhing me in no cale to agree with mine 
adverſaries. Therefore I pray you right Hono-

N=, 488 height and power,that if God in mercy, 
FR KK) had not looked upon it, and ſtirred up 
the hearr of our gracious King to give way to Retor- 
mation : And the heroicall ſpirits of the great Coun- 
cell of the Kingdome, this renowmed Parliament, had 
not becn miraculouſly reſolute, and reſolved to goe on 
couragiouſly, to overcome all difficulties , and prgſe- 
cute prudenely that excellent worke of Reforming the 
Church, we had loft our Religion , wee had been rob- 
bed of that pretious Pearle the Goſpel, at leaſt the efh- 
cacy and power thereof had been ſo abated and weak- 
ned, thutit would have beene fruitleſſe unto us, the 
Church of Chriſt bcing overwhelmed , with popiſh 
Superſtition, and Idolatry, Ignorance and Atheiſme. 
& The cauſes of which arc evidently knowne to all 
religious, and underſtanding people to have been theſe 
two. 

x Firſt, the tyrannicall gevernment of pompous 
Prelates, and their flanting followers , Archdeacons, 
Deans, Chancelors, Commulſarics, &c.; which being 
for the moſt Idol Shepherds, idle Drones , and Loy- 
terors, or ſupporters of ſuch , ſo rhey countenanced, 
<hc1iſhed, and rewarded, with preferments and dignt- 
a Lich 
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ties, few or none that were not like themſelves, con- 
trariwiſe they perſecuted in all places (co which their 
power could extend) all fairhfull and painfull labou- 
rers in the Miniſtery, all profitable Preachers and Le- 
Qurers: ſuch they vexed in their ſpiricuall Courrs,and 
high Commiſhons , they rooted them out whereloc- 
ver they were planted. 

As a reverend Divine plundered and robbed of all 
his means, preached lately in Weſtminſter. A barren 
and fruirlefle tree, ſaid hee , good for nothing bur the 
fire, may ſtand, grow, and flouriſh long cnouyzh, they 
will not take the paines to cut it downe. But all cheir, 
ſpight is at fruirtull trees, they will hinder them whar 
they can from bearing fruit, and the people from ga- 
thcring ſuch fruit as they bear, downthey muſt for no 
other tavlr, but becauſethey bear good and wholſome 
fruirc. As appeared by the Biſhops late perſecution, of 
them thar prached twice a day, eſpecially if they prea- 
ched againſt Arminianiſme , or popiſh Superſtition :

2 | The ſecond cauſe of hindring the power and 
pagation of the Goſpell , is the booke of common 
prayer which they abuſed to the deſtruction, not * 
edification of peoples faith : ro the mayntenance of 
ſuperſtition and ignorance : to the ſhouldring out of 
Sermons, by making reading as good as preaching : to 
pleaſe the people with pompous Ceremonies, andto 
keep them in 1 avery under beggerly rudiments, which 
had a ſhew of holinefl*, of picty and devotion, in gi-

eure, croſſes, crucifixes, candles, candleſticks, &Cc. 

2. Our Biſhops think it their bounden duty, as ſoon 
as everthemſelves are conſecrated , to fallto the con- 
ſecration of Churches, Church-yards, Altars,®rgans, 
Images, croſles, crucifixes, tapers, &c. 

.3- Our Biſhops thinke they ſeck the Kingdome of 
God and the rightcouſneſle thereof , when they per- 
{wade his Majeſty to reſtore Altars, Organs, Images, 
and all manner of Maſſing Trinkets, more brave then 
ever they were in the time of Popery. 

4. Our Biſhops, vis. Neale, Lawd, Lindſell, Harſe- 
net , Wren , Piers, Montague &c. teach and maintaine 
ourly, that Altars, Images, croſles , crucifixes , can- 

dleſticks 
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dleſtickes, &c, are not repugnant to our religion , nor 
contrary to the authority of Scripture , Impudently 
contradicting thercin the ancient Father Fpriphanimns - 
and theyare ſo far from taking offence ar the reſtitu- 
tion af them , that they perlecute with all cruelty and 
extremity thoſe that hinder the reſtitution of them to 
Churches , out of which by law they have been cjc- 
ed above eighty yeares ago.

16 He was ſerved with a Warrant under the High Com- 
miſſion Seale for the Proviace of Canterbury , and hands of 
William L. Biſhop of London, Samucl.L. Biſhop of Norwich, 
D.Ceſar, and D.Sammes, to appeare before the High: Com- 
miſſion holden at London, and there forced againe to take his 
Oath Ex officio, and to attend aboye a quarter of a yeere for 
Articles, which were pretended to be matters of high nature 
againſt him. 

17 And was afterward remanded without any Articles to 
Yorke, where in Auguſt 1630. they procceded to ſentence 
ex parte, having denicd your Petitioner a Commiſſion to ex- 
amine witneſſes on his bchalfe : where he was excommuni- 
cared, degraded, fined ſeven hundred pound, and. impri- 
ſoned , for oppoſing and preaching againſt the ſaid DoQrines 
and ſuperſtitious Innovations. 

$1 Notwithſtanding that, D.Coſin, and one M. Burgoyne 
were indicted in Auguſt, 1629. at Purham Afizes upon (e- 
verall Bills , and found guilty thereof , which remaine like- 
wiſe untraverſcd; this legall conviction notwithſtanding, the 
ſaid D.Coſin fince is made one of His Majeſties Chaplains in 
Ordinary,admittedro his Degree of Door, Maſter of Peter- 
Houſe in Cambridge,and Vice-Chancellour of Cambridge, alſo 
Dean of Peterborough (beſide foure great livings he had be- 
forc)and all proceedings upon the former indidtments againſt 
him _ 

19 Thar your Petitioner was two ſeverall times impriſo- 
ned at Terk before their ſaid ſentence , for which injurious 
impriſonment he commenced his aRion at law againſt ſome 
of the {aid high Commiſſioners , and obtained Judgment 

| thexeupon, 
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thereupon , and fixe hundred pound datmmages , yet cannot 
have any fruit thereof. 

20 That your Peritioner petitioned , and preferred Arti- 
cles intorhe High Commiſhon in London againſt the ſaid 
Dean and Prebendaries for the ſaid DQrines , and Innova- 
tions , profering to give good ſecurity to prove all the ſaid 
Articles: Bur the ſid Petition and Articles were utterly reje- 
ed by the ſaid Court, who (aid, they would nor ſuffer ſuch 
worthy men to be queſtioned. 

21 Thar your Petitioner hath been kept in priſon upon the 
ſaid ſentence in great pznury and want almoſt ten yeares, and 
loſt both his Fence , and Parſonage, and whole eſtate, 
whereby he, his wife and children are utterly ruined in their 
perſons , poſterity,and fortunes. 

22 That your Petitioner is now, and hath been. above 
twelve moneths cloſe priſoner, and His Majeſtics moſt 
gracious Reference in his behalfe unco-the now Lord Biſhop 
of Durham revoked ; upon pretence that he was lately ar 
Glaſcow in Scotland , preaching and inſtigating the Scots a- 
eainſt Epiſcopall government; whereas he was never at Glaſ- 
cow in his lite, nor in Scotland theſe twenty tour years paſt: nor 
had direQly nor indirectly any intelligence with the Scots. 

23 In tender commileration wheicof , your Petitioner 
moſt humbly beſeecherh your ſerious conſideration , both 
of his miſerable diſtreſſed condition,and great oprefſions :. as 
alſo of the ſaid Innovations and offences of the ſid D. Coſin, 
and the other Prebendarics of Durham , with cheir aberrors, 
who perſecuted and cenſured your Petitioner - And to take 
ſuch courſe, both for your poore Petitioners releife and 
releaſe ; As alſo for reformation of the ſaid Do&trines, Inno- 
vations , and proceedings, and prevention of the like hereat- 
tex, as to your great wiſdomes ſhall ſceme meer. 0

D. Neale ſucceeding him in that Biſhoprick , during the 
time le was Biſhop, the ſaid D.Coſin, Ferd., Morecroft, George 
Morecroft, Will.am Fames, Fohn Robſon, Gabriel Clerk, rogether 
with Richard Hunt late Deane, and others late Prebendarics of 
Durham, took away the Communion Table of that Cathedral! 
Church, and erected an Altar of Marble ſtones ſet upon co- 
lumns,with many Cherubims thereupon,and a carved ſcreen cu- 
riovſly painted and guilded fct over the fame. Which Alcar, 
Copes, Organs, Images, Pifures, with other furniture, and un- 
lawtull alterations in the ſaid Church coſt the ſaid Deane and 
Chapter above two thouſand pound. 

To which Altarthus ſet up were frequent bowing , which 
bowing did increaſe after D.Coſin came to be Prebend there, few 
going or coming into the ſaid Church without low Ay” -

And another Cope which coſt about ewo hundred pound, 
which Copes they trequently uſed at the Adm imiſtration ot the 
holy Communion at the ſaid Altar, ſome of them preaching in

3 Thar the ſaid Deane and Prebendaries did alſo bring in and 
practice in the ſaid Church ſundry innovations in divine Service, 
both intime,place and manner, changing the Morning Praver, 
ro which about two hundred perſons ulually reſorted, nie tor 
che ſpace of ſixty yeares in che Cathedrall Church of Durham, 
ro be read ar fix a clock plainly and diſtinQly in a peculiar place 
appointed tor that purpoſe by Commiſſioners under the great 
Seal of England, Septemb.25. primo Eliz. into ſylemne Scrvice 
and ſinging , bork inſtrumentall and vocall , whereby u« was 
brought into fo late an houre, that ſome who formerly trequen- 
ted the old Morning Prayer, could not attend this. And Judge 
Hutton in particular complained, that the longneſlc and latenc(ſe 
of it was inconſiſtent with publike imployments. And atter. 
wards they took the old Morning Prayer quite away for divers 
yeares, and inſtcad thereof divided the ordinary Morning Ser- 
vice, making two of one, whereby there were ncither Chaprers 
nor Pſalmes read atten a clock Prayer. 

4 Thar che ſaid Dean and Prebendarics ſet up and renewed 
many gorgeous images and piRurcs, three whereof were Rtatues 

of 
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of ſtone, one of which ſtanding in the middeft , repreſented the 
picture of Chriſt, with a golden beard, a blew cap, and Sun- 
rayes upon his head. 

5 Tharthe ſaid Dean and Prebendaries did uſe an exceſſive 
number of candles: more upon a Saints day,then upon the Lords 
day; And cauſed the ſame candles to be lighted in the {aid 
Church, in anew, ſtrange and ſuperſtitious manner , burning 
two hundred wax candles in one Candlemas night, whereof 
there were about fixty upon and about the Altar , where there 
was no uſe of light , nor Service then ſaid : whereupon a Popiſh 
Prieſt ſpake, let us Papiſts reſort tothe ſaid Church, to fee how 
D. Coſin, and the Prebendarie of Durham doe play our apes. 
D.Coſin ſet up ſome of theſe candles himſelf, and cauſed he ns 
with ladders to ſet up more round about the 92uire, fome of 
which the ſaid Dean ſent his ſervant to take down , bur D.Coſin 
did ftruggle with him in time of prayer, to the great diſturbance 
of the congregation : the manner of lighting the candles was 
this ; they cauſed rwo Choriſters , in their Surplices ro come 
from the Weſt end of the Quire , with lighted torches in their 
hands,who after ſundry bowings by the way, to and at the Al- 
rar,did light the candles upon the ſame with their torches: which 
done,they returned backward with many bowings, their faces 
toward the Altar, till they came to the 2uire doore : which 
ceremony of lighting the exceſſive number of candles came 
into the ſaid Church after D.Coſin was Prebendaty. 

6 Thar the ſaid Dean and Prebendaries did abſolutely forbid 
and prohibit the Pſalms in Mceter to be ſung before and after 
Sermon,and at the Adminiſtration of the holy Communion: and 
inſtead thereof turned prayers and pecces of reading Pſalmes in- 
to Anthems and cauſed them to be ſung, ſo that the people un- 
derſtood not whether they were prayers or no. Whereupon 
D.Coſin obſerving that they kneeled nor, ſent Vergerers to ſome 
ro command them,and ſpake to others himſelf, ſaying, Mapers 
you muſt kneele , it « 4 prayer , you muſt _ And they cauſed

an Anthem to be ſung which was not the Word of God; as 
namely the rhree Kings of Cullen : Faſpar, Melchior , and Bal- 
thazar, and cauſed the Organs to play, and the whole Quire to 
ſing, at the Adminiſtration of both the Sacraments; to the great 
diſturbance ot thoſe holy Ations. 

7 That the ſaid Deane and Prebendarics cauſed many pi- 
&ures, and carved Images ( beſides thoſe that were in the Gid 
Church ) to be ſcrupon the Font , amongſt which was a Dove 
carved, and the foure Evangeliſts, and Fob» baptizing Chriſt 
in 1ordan painted; which did appeare at the opening of the Font: 
which Font they cauſed ro be removed from the ancient uſuall 
place in the Qvire , whereit formerly ſtood ; and placed ir our 
of the 2uwre , where divine Service is never read. 

$8 Tharthe ſaid Dean and Prebendaries did cauſe a knife ro 
be kept in che Veſtrey for cutting of the Sacramentall bread, be- 
ing appropriated only forthat ule: And was commonly called, 
knowne,and ſhewed tothole who came to {ce the gay ornaments 
of the Church, by the name of the conſecrated knife. And

9 Thar the ſaid Dean and Prebendaries did imploy a Painter, 
and Glafier(profeſt Papiſts)to ſerve the ſaid Carhedrall Church 
in their ſevera!l uſes: and broughtin , and practiſed in the ſaid 
Church ſeverall other ſuperſtizious Innovations tending to Ido» 
latry. 

_ That D.Coſin any in the ſaid Church upon the pa- 
rable of the tares, ſaid, That the reformers of our Church, when the 
tooke away the eAaſſe , tooke away or mar'd all relig10n,and the ry 
ſerx ce of God : they called it a reformation, but it was indeed a defor- 
mation : And that the Mafſe was not fo taken away, but that the 
preſence of Chr:it ſtill remaineth ; andthar if the reformation 
were 0: herwiſc, it were not a retormed but a deformed religion. 
And that he meant of a corporall preſence was plain,for that he 
complained afterward in the ſaid Sermon , that ſome had thruſt

11 That D. Coſi perſwading a Papilt to come to Church, faid, that the 
Body of Chriſt was ſubſtantially and really in the Sacrament : and ſhewing 
him the mew Service-Bouk intended for Scor/axd, he faid, it was all one 
with theirs of the Romiſh Church, for there was in it, the /ntroit, the E- 
piftle,G ofpet 10 ffertory,C anon, Conſecration, Communion & Poſts Communion. 

12 That D.Cofin at —_— dinner ſaid, That the King was not uw 
preme Head of the Church in England,zor coul1 be ſo called; tor which, and 
introducing and practiſing of ſeverall the ſaid Ceremonies,he was indited at 
the general Aſſizes in Darhany, 1629.1nd Billa vera returned, & ſpoke other 
ſcandalous. ſcornfull and ml'cious words again His Majelties ſupremacy. 

13 That thele innovatiuns in the Communion- Table, Font. Candles, Pi- 
Qures, Images, Copes, Singing, Veſtments, Geſtures, Prayers, DoArines,and 

ſpcechcs of the ſaid Coſi; & the other alterations being unlawtully iatrodu- 
ccd,& prattiſed in the ſaid Cathedrall Church by the faid Dean & Prebends, 
Peter Smart one of the Preberds aforeſaid, oppoſed the ſame, and in dif- 
charge of his duty,place and calling did upon July 27.1628. being the Lords

Pope, W.Sammes and D. Aleif, together with ethers deceaſed, 
they furced him to take the oath ex officio again, to anſwer Articles, which, 
the ſaid Archbiſhop faid were matters uf high nature againſt him, and orde- 
red him to be examined thereupon before his departure out of Londen ; and 
to beproceeded againſt cx officso,becauſe the faid Dean and Prebendaries had - 
recommended the cauſe thither : according to which order 1M. Smart atten-

17 That M. Smart Paſch. 5. Car. Reg. brought 3n ation of falſe im- 
prilonment in the Kings Bench againſt D. Hodgſor, D. Fa(dull, and Rager 
Blanchard their Purſevant, for their faid two vnj 1t commitments before 
their ſentence, and after ſeven Termes ſpent in d.liyes , and feverall pe- 
remptory orders for them to plead, he obtained julgnont upon a nihil dicit, 
and 600 pound damages upon a writ of Enquiry, which was returned into 
the ſaid Court ; And by the then Judges over-ruled,2nd M. Smart ordered 
to 1ccept a long and frivolous plea contrary to the opinion of Julge Crook ;

indirely any intelligence with the Scots. Vpon which his ſaid impriſon- 
went, he ſeverall times petitioned the ſaid Secretary, Lord Biſhop, Arch- 
Biſhop, and his Majeſty, but could never get any releaſe or examination 
thereof ; All which he hath, and is ſtill ready to prove ; by which unjuſt, 
cruell,and ill-gall A&s,and proceedings,of the faid Biſhop, Dean and Chap- 
ter of Durham, and the ſaid high Commiſſion of Lods.1 and Tork, religion 
hath been mightily ſcandalized,the Church polluted, Iuſtice perverted, the 
lawes Eccleſiaſticall and Temwporall, and the lawtull liberty of the SubjeRs 
of this kingdome violated and infringed: And the fail Peter Smart, his wife 
children and family moſt unjuſtly and unchriſtianly undone,and ruined,to the 
yu diſhononr of God,maintcnance of injuſtice, and pernicious example to

F All which ſaid matters and things, the Commons do tranſmit to your 
Lordſhips ; and impeach all the faid partyes d.l:nquent, to the end that they 
may becalled to anſwer their feverall crimes, and reccive {uch condigne 
puaiſhment : And M. Smar: ſuch reparations joyntly aud feverally from 
them all both for the ſaid loſſes, and alto for his daunnage hereby ſuſtain d, 
and that he be reſtored to his Ecceſiaſticall dignity, and living - and all the 
ſaid ſentences,and proceedings may be declared to be illegall.anJ unjuſt. And 
that ſuch further proceedings, examinations, tryalls and judgments be upon 
every of them had,znd uſed,as is agreeable to law and Juſtice. 


As ſoon as this Declaration was read to the Lords, 


M.Rous proceeded thus. 


My Lords, 
Am now to diſcover the root of M.Smarts perſecution : Tour Lord- 
ſhips have heard of a great deſigne to bring in Popery - you have 
heard of armies of ſouldiers, and particularly of the Popiſh Iriſh Army, 
the burden and complaint of the Commons : but there is another Army 
mot ſo much ſpoken of ,and that is an Army of Prieſts : for ſince Altars 
Came in (ſo they delight to be called)it is a ſaying of Gregory the great, 
that when Antichriſt is come, Praparatus eft excrcirus $icerdorum, 
Prieſts ready to receive him : this is fulfilled in 


there « an Army 0 
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- Ohir time, for eartainly ths Army of Prieſts doth many wayes adwvanc*® 


the deſigne and plot of Popery. 

A "I is, by the ſubverſion of our laws and government : our Laws 
and Popery cannot ſtand together, but either Popery muſt overthrow our 
Lawes, or our Lawes muſt overthrow Popery but to overthrow our 
Lawes, they muſt overthrow Parliaments : and to overthrow Parlia- 
ments, they muſt overthrow property : they muſt bring the Subjetts 
goods to be arbitrarily diſpoſed, that ſe there may be no need + 4 Parlia- 
ments. This hath beex done by D.Manwaring (whom we finde wantin 
yet not in the ſeats, but at the Barre of the Lords Houſe) and the like b; 
D. Beale, and 1 think it was the intent of the late Canons. 

A ſecond way, by which this Army of Prieſts advanceth this Popiſh 
deſiene, is the way of treaty : this hath been attcd voth by writings and 
conference : San&ta Clara himelfe ſaith, Doftiſiimi corum quibul- 
cunque egi: ſoit ſeems they have had conference together : and San- 
Ra Clara on his part labonrs to bring the Articles of our Church to Po- 
pery, and ſome of our ſide labour to meet him inthe way : we have a te- 
ſtimony that the great Arch-Prieſt himſelfe hath ſaid, It were no hard 
matterto make a reconciliation if a wiſe man had the handling of 
it. But 1 verily believe, as the ſtate of Papacy ſands, a farre wiſcr man 
then he cannot reconcile us wi:hout the loſſe of on7 Rel. 9109 + for the Pope 
being faſtened to his errours, even by hus chaire of taerrability , he ſus 
ſtill unmoved, and ſo we cannot meet, except we come wholly to him. A 
man ſtanding in aboat tied to a rock, when he dr awcs the rope , doth not 
draw the rock tothe boat, but the boat to therock. Aid Santa Clara 
doth (in this ſomewhat honeſtly) confeſſeit - for 5c (unh he dealt inthis 
way of treaty, not to draw the Church tothe Protc/{cnts , but the Prote. 
ftants tothe Church. 

A third way is a way of violence : this violence they exerciſe, partly 
by ſecular Arms, and. partly by Prieftly Armes, which they call ſpiritu- 
all : for ſecular armes, we have their own confeſSton that the Late warre 
was Bellum Epiſcopale : and we have the Papiſts onfeſoan ga it wa: 
Bellum Papale : for in their motives they ſay, thai the warre concernes 
them not only as ſubjetts but as Catholikes : for ſo they falſly call theme 
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ſelves : and if it be ſo, then bellum epiſcopale # alſo bellum papale: 


inthe Epiſcopall warre the Papall cauſe is advanced : for the ſpirepwall 
Armes, thus they come to exeomion, When a great mans coming, his 
ſumprers, his fnrnitnre, his proviſions gobefore : the Popes furniture, 
Altars and Copes, Pitures and Images are come before : and if we be- 
lieve D.Cofin, the very ſubſtance of the Haſſe : acertain ſiene that 
the Pope was not farre off. Now theſe fore-runners being come, if any 
man reſiſt them , fire comes out of the brambles and devoures the Cedars 
of Libanws : the Army of Prieſts fals upon him with their armes of 
Snſpentron, Sequeſlration, Excommunication, Degradation and Depri- 
vation. And by theſe rmes hath M,Smarrt been oppreſſed an1 _— 
he fals upon their ſuperſtitions and innovations, and they fall _ him 
with ther armes : they beat him down, yea they pull him up by the roots, 
taking away all his means of maintenance and living, yet they leave bim 
life to feel his miſeries : Ira ferwnt ur diu ſe ſentiat mori, there i no 
cruclty to prieſtly eyrelty - theſe are they that did put our very Saviour 
ro death : the calling is reverend, but the corruption is moſt pernicious : 
Corruptio optimi peſfima : 1 know no reaſon of this change, except it 
be that of the Apoſtle, becauſe when they knew God, they d:d not worſhip 
him as God, but made a god of thus world , placing the excellency of 
Prieſthood in worldly pomp and greatneſſe : and gave the glory of the 
inviſible God to picturcs, images and altars : therefore God gave them 
up to wile affettions, to be implacable, unmercifull,and without naturall 
affettion. But whatſcever the cauſe is of their corruption,certainly ther 
ermes have fallen heavy upon M.Smart, and prieſtly cruelty hath caſt 
him into a long miſery, from which he could get no releaſe by auy prieſtly 


; mercy. 


And now if ts 2995 that as theſe delinquents by the cruell oppref 
flows of M.Smart have advanced the cauſe of Popery , ſo they may tn 
ſuch a degree of juſtice be puniſhed, that in them prieſtly cruelty , and 
the wery cauſe of Popery may appeare to be puniſhed and ſuppreſſed :

The Anſwer and Examination of Nichol. Hobſonſinging man 
of the Cathedrall Church of Durham aged about 92. yeares the four- 
teenth of May, 1643, 


Hereas I Nichol.u Hobſon wat by vertne of a Warrant from 

. the right honourable the Lords in Parliament afſembled,fum- 

moned to appeare to atteſt my knowledge for the pfoofe of 

the Impeachment againſt Door Coſinr, indothers on M. Smarts be- 

halte, depending betore their Lordſhips;, 1 having attended now above 

theſe ſeven months, and not abvtyaxeſpeRt of my age and infirmities 

to Ccontine ny attenda y Longer ſet downg this ay anſwer 
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to every Article in the Impeachment, upon my oath under my. hand as 
tolloweth. ; 

To the firſt Article I ſay, that after thedeath of Biſhop James, Do- 
Aor Neale comming to be Biſhop of Durham, the Communion Table 
was taken away, and a ſtone Altar (cummonly fo called) ſet up at the 
Eaſt-end of the Chancel on Columnes with many Cheruvins thereon, 
and a carved skreene curiouſly gilded by the then Deane and Prebenda- 
Ties, to which Altar there was frequent bowings, which bowings did 
very much increaſe after D. Coſins came to be Prebend there. And 1 
having beene a member of that Church about ſixty yeercs before the 
erection of the ſaid Altar, nor knew, ſaw, or heard of any bowings to- 
wards the Communion Table there , but after it was ſect up it hath 
beene continued with the bowings, Ceremonies, and other perquiſites 
thereunto belonging , by the joynt conſent and approvation of the 
Deane and Prebends of the ſaid Church for the time being (M. Smart 
excepted) for ought I ever heard,onely D. Coins was tHe molt ſtrit- 
ly, and atentty Oamentors of all the reſt. 

To the ſecond I ſay, That I very well remember the Cope mentio- 
ned in the Article, with the piAure of the Trinity, which I have often 
ſcene worne and uſed in the {ai4 Church at Service, and the Sacrament 
of the Lords Supper ; and as I remember it was brought into the ſaid 
Church when M. Ferdinando Morecroft (mentioned 1n the Impeach- 
ment) was Treaſurer thereof : And I have conſtantly and credibly 
heard, that this Cope was by command of the ſaid Treaſurer buught of 
one Miſtris Deercharn a Vintners witc in Durham: which Cope in re- 
gard of the ſcandall it gave M.Smarr cauſed to be cut in pieces, and 
made cuſhions of it, for the uſe of the ſaid Church, ſome whereof re. 
mained there at my comming from Durham in September laſt, as like. 
wiſe the Cope mentioned in the Article with a Crucifixe on the hig- 
der part of it. For the Cope which colt 200.1, I remember very well 
there was a very rich Cope made at Durham by the ſaid Deane and 
Prebendaries , which was afterwards fent from thence by one of the 
Vergers to London for the Queenes Chappell, (as the report was) but 
what the certaine price of this Cope was I know not. 

Tothe third I fay, That D. Cofins was the prineipall man that made 
the alteration mentioned in the morning Prayer , and a new fſolemne 
{ervice to be ſung at 6. of the clock in the morning, to which both my 
Eye other Kenbers of the fd Chagek wane compellodiverms 
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by D. Coſins and amerced by kim with conſent of the others for de- 
fault therein, which for my owne = was fo afraid of , that my 
courſe being come to reade the firſt n,I aroſeat twelve a dock one 
night (ſuppoſing it had chimed foure) and fateat the Church doore 
uatill it was five , for which my long and weary watch D.Cofins had 
my prayers for the new tricks he had brought in amongſt : But this 
alteration in Prayer and Service was allowed by the Deane and Pre. 
bends all ; (fave M.Smart, who to his utmoſt power conſtantly op- 
poſed the ſame.) And the old morning Prayer mentioned in the Ar- 
ticle, which was conſtantly there alwatcs uſed ever ſince I can remem- 
ber, was quite taken away by them, and upon the diviſions of the Ma- 
tins there were neither Chapters nor Pfalmes read at ten a clocke 
Prayer. o 

Toa fourth I ſay ; That there was about fifty pi&ures , and three 
ſtatues of ſtone, formerly defaced and broken downe in the faid Quire, 
which were by the expreſſe command of D. Cons, renued, painted, 
gilded, and ſet up about the Quire, and upun the Biſhops throne, as is 
mentioned in the Article. 

To the fift I ſay, That there was an exceſſive and unuſcfull number 
of wax candles uſed in the faid Church after D. Coſins came to be Pre- 
bend there, more being conſtantly burnt on Saints dayes then other 
dayes, and on Candlemas night mentioned, there was an extraordina« 
ry number of wax candles lighted up , many being ſet up where there 
was no uſe of lights, nor prayers then ſaid, ſuch as I never ſaw in my 
life at one time , though I have nuw beene a member of that Church 
about 80. years. Andit ſeemed the moreſtrange to me, becauſ? I ne- 
ver knew in D. Pilkington, M. Rand, D.Colemore, M. Smart, and the 
old Prebends times, above twenty or thirty at molt lighted at one time 
in the ſaid Church ; and the rather beczuſe of the Ceremony ufed of 
hte in lighting of the ſaid Candles ; for the Quire doores were ſhut to 
hinder the people for comming in while the Vergers , and otkers ap- 
pointed to light the candles,did dlimbe on ladders, to fet them up aloft, 
high in the Quire, the lighting of which candles, and other new things 
uſed in the ſaid Church, was a great ſcandall and effence to well affe- 
fed people in the Countrey, and incouragement to Papiſts and ill dif- 
poſed perſons, as I have ſeveral times heard from divers with whom 
{ have ſpoken ſince the beginning of theſe things. 


To the fixth 1 fay , That for above thirtcene or fourteens yeeres 
D 2 laſt 
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laftpaſt, there were no Plalmes'in the vulgzr meeter tunes ſuffered to 
be ſung by the | Congregation as formerly before and after Sermons, 
and at the adminiſtration of the holy Communion in the (aid Cath« - 
drall Charch, which was a mighty diſcontent to the people of Dar- 
ham, and never omitted there till D. Coins came; which omilſiad ſtill 
laſted untill. September laſt 164 tr. when M. Smarr being reſtored by the 
Parliament, cauſed them to be ſung, and a Communion Table of wood 
to be placed in the body of the Quire as formerly, the (aid Altar and its 
golden skreene being quite taken away from thence : Inſtead of the 
{aid Pſalmes ; there were Anthems fang which the people under- 
tood not; and at a Faſt about fiftcenc yeeres agoe D. Cofins comman- 
ded the Chor iſters and Singing men to come to Church 1n'their habits, 
and the Organs to play the prayer after the Commination, &c. 7wrn* 
s 0 Lord, &c. being turned into an Anthem was folemanly fuag,fo as I 
underſtood no more of it then mine owne part, and therctore verily be-

Ecauſeit was loug ſince the Petition to the Parliament 
was examined before the honourable Commitrrce of the 


Houſe of Commons , in Ianuary and February 1640, and by 

them the Impeachment of D. Conſin and 30 others , preſented 

to the Houſe of Peers, M. F ancis Rous delivering the ſame Mar, 

16, 1649, and the Articles of the ſaid impeachment were pro- 

ved upon oath of ſundry witneſſes before the Lords, Annor641, 

m May lune,and Iuly,more then two yeares agoe, ſo that it is

probable their Teftimonigs may be forgotten by reaſon of the 
2 great 
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Sreat troubles which have ſince that time befallen this Church 
and Kingdome, therefore I thought good to ſer down their 
names that were {worne witneſſes , and to whar articles every 
one ſpake: But the beſt proofes are the Adts of the High Com- 
miſſion Conrts at Durham, Lydon, and Torke, which are there 
kept upon record, & copics under the Regiſters hands we have 
hereto ſhew. 

- Likewiſe the anſwers of the impeached Delinquents , and 

their confeſſions , which are in the cuſtody of the Clcrcks of 
this Pailiament, are ſtroug proofes againſt themſelves. 
To which I have added the teſtimonies of Nicholas Hobſon 
ſingin man of Durham, aged 92, which had been a member of 
thar Cathedrall Church 80 years , and of Robert King which 
had been hronghr up in the Regiſters office about 27 yeares, 
whoſe teſtimonies before the Lords upon their oaths,cxhibited 
in writing,l have cauſed to be printed , with Xichard Hutchen- 
(on Organiſt,his teſtimony which he gave mein writing inthe 
Parliament 1628, and in the beginning of this Parliament con- 
felled ro bee true before many witneſſes ; Theſe three, 1 ſay, 
Hobſon, King,and Hutchenſon, with the As of the Commiſſion 
Courts,are ſufficient ro confirme all things that.are delivered 
inthe Petition and in the Impeachmentr.- 

The 14. firſt Articles were proved upen oath before che 
Lords, 13 of which we have over paſſed, & now come tothe 5 
laſt conceruing Biſhop 'Zaud and the reſt that convented Mr.
